Gentlemen: 


As requested we have made an examination of the 
accounts of the Treasurer and Collector for the year 
ending February 14, 1958. 

After a study of correspondence and a telephone 
conversation with your chairman, Mr. Brown, we have 
adjusted the final balance sheet for the year ending 
February 12, 1952 as presented by the State Department 
of Audit. These adjustments removed the amounts that 
Department set up as accounts payable covering tuition 
in the amount of $3,331.04. In our opinion, with your 
town operating as a going concern it makes a clearer 
picture not to accrue these items. These adjustments 
also set up as balances to start the year beginning Feb- 
ruary 18, 1952, the proper unexpended balances as shown 
on the Department’s audit under unexpended balances 
on their Exhibit D. These adjustments were made against 
Surplus and appear on our Exhibit C in the net amount of 
$1,835.09. 

We have also seen fit to transfer from Contingent 
Assets to an actual asset the amount due from former 
tax collector. This was also applied against surplus ac- 
count and if not ultimately paid, may be later reversed. 

In setting up unexpended balances for the current 
year you should use the amounts shown in our last column 
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on Exhibit D. These do not agree with the unexpended 
amounts as shown on the town report. In some cases this 
is due to our using the final balances shown on the audit 
for the 1951-1952 year. In the case of the School Depart- 
ment it is due to the report of that department having 
been closed February 1, 1953 instead of February 14, 
19538. 

In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet, 
Exhibit A, represents the financial condition of the Town 
on February 14, 1958. 

We are sending a copy of this report to the Bureau 
of Municipal Audit.

Jenny Ilsley and Winifred Dinsmore, Antiques: Johnny 
Tibbetts and Willie Merrithew, History: Milton Dowe 
with a cover design by Fd Sewell, First Aid: Mildred 
Priest, Beard Contest: Esther Glidden, Dinner: Marian 
Soule, Decorations and Clean up: Manley Nelson, Dance: 
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Edna Willoughby, Sports: Laurence Glidden,. Publicity: 
Edna Worthing, Children’s Parade: Irene Mathieson, 
Hostesses: Dulcie Gould, Marian Quigg, Louise Bessey, 
Flora Archer, Lydia Kitchen for the library, and Beatrice 
Hannan and Gertrude Jordan for the school, and Con- 
stable William Larrabee. 
Although June 23rd was the date of the Town’s incorpo- 
ration, the sesquicentennial was celebrated on Saturday, 
June 26th to accomodate more people.

1,288 people registered, but it is estimated 
that at least 3,000 attended. The parade, whose organ- 
ization was outstandingly carried out by Clare Brad- 
street, formed at 10:00 a. m. by the Branch Mills Church 
and went as far as the Consolidated School. It was led by 
Arthur Belden, dressed as Stephen Belden and riding 
a horse and carrying a Bible. Stanley Foster drove a 
surrey of “Old Timers’? who were Lewis Day, Silas 
Bowler, John Richardson, Frank Brown, Charles Per- 
kins, Charles Black, Elville Parmenter, Allie Bradstreet 
and Hillman Crummett. There were two bands, the 
Erskine Academy Band and Drum Majorettes and the 
Augusta Cadet Band. Altogether there were 57 units 
consisting of individual and group floats, fire and farm 
equipment, horses, and children with decorated car- 
riages, wagons and bicicles. The parade judges were 
Burleigh Ward, First Selectman of Unity, Lawrence 
Dowe, Belfast City Manager, and Councilman Harvey 
of Waterville. Prizes went to Dowe’s Store (First), 
Georges River Grange (Second), Judy Dowe, Bobby 
Kilmer and Doug Nelson’s Indian Float (Third). 

Over 300 people were served dinner by the Branch Mills 
Grange under the direction of Esther Glidden and the 
Sesquicentennial Committee. At 2:00 p. m. there was 
the following Speakers Program: Master of Ceremonies: 
Donald Brown, First Selectman, Invocation: Rev. George 
B. Davis, Speakers:- Millard Howard, Raymond Finley, 
Ruth Grady, Lester Merrithew, and the Hon. Charles P. 
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Nelson, Member of the United States Congress, Bene- 
diction: Rev. Winifred Reynolds. There was a free horse 
show from 3:00 to 5:00 p. m., put on by the Jolly Jokers 
Riding Club. Edna Worthing made an outstanding ex- 
hibit of old pictures and documents. There were also on 
display old furniture, household and farm equipment. 
The School Club had an old time country store where 
they sold fancy work, aprons, cookbooks and refresh- 
ments. Supper, sponsored by the Fish and Game 
Association and served by Ruby Elliott was held at the 
Consolidated School. They served over 150 people. The 
day ended with an old fashioned Costume Ball held at 
the Branch Mills Grange Hall, at which time prizes 
consisting of razors were given to all beard growing 
contestants. The ball was so well attended that it had 
to be moved into the street. The committee wishes to 
thank everyone who helped to make the Sesquicentennial 
celebration a success.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1954 


How many times have you heard this expression 
“Why doesn’t the State do something about that situa- 
tion’’? 

In promoting good health through the Public Health 
Nursing Service, how many of you know where the State’s 
responsibility rests, what the community’s responsibility 
is and what part each individual plays in maintaining 
a good Health Program? 

Palermo is fortunate in having an active, well- 
informed local Health Council whose members not only 
assist the Public Health Nurse to plan and carry out 
health activities, but are alert to health problems within 
the town. 

The following activities, together with home and 
school visits, made up a total of 16 Public Health Nursing 
days in Palermo in 1954: 

Two Child Health Conferences were held with a 
total of 18 conference visits. 9 children under 6 years of 
age were given physical examinations. 

A school Immunization program was also held. 
In the two above mentioned activities, 50 children were 
vaccinated against smallpox, 70 protected against diph- 
theria, 41 against whooping cough and 71 tetanus. 

For the second year, physical examinations were 
given to school children in the second, fifth and eighth 
grades. Physical findings were discussed with parents. 
In many instances corrections have been made. 

In closing, may I thank you for your cooperation 
and suggest we continue with our health work together?

The above is on deposit with the First National 
Granite Bank of Augusta and was verified by reconcilia- 
tion of statement received from the bank. Treasurer’s 
receipts were traced to the cash book. It was determined 
that all receipts recorded as received had been properly 
deposited. 

Accounts Receivable $2,819.70 

The above amount is due from the State of Maine 
andce overs anticipated reimbursement for snow removal. 

Taxes Receivable $2,703.83 

Commitment to the collector was examined it being 
ascertained that all taxes committed had been accounted 
for either by cash collections, duly approved abatements 
or were yet outstanding on the records. 

Exhibit D reflects the valuation, and commitment 
to the collector. Your town report reflects in detail the 
various outstanding taxes at the close of the year and 
the appended Schedule A-2 summarizes the transactions 
effecting taxes receivable during the year. Direct con- 
firmations were not utilized in the verification of these 
taxes. A Reserve for Loss equal to 100% of all taxes 
outstanding prior to 1952 has been established from 
surplus. This reserve amounts to $64.33. 

Tax Liens $238.26 

Schedule A-3 reflects the outstanding tax liens at the 
year end. Liens were found on file in supvort of the list 
Shown. All liens on which the redemption period hag 
expired should be transferred to the Tax Acquired 
Property account:

As change has taken place in this account during 
the year. Detail of this amount is shown in Schedule A-4.

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Complete detail of the liability is shown in Schedule 
A-5. Of this amount $146.80 relates to prior years and 
attention should be given to the clearing up of these 
two items. 

Reserve for Authorized Expenditures $3,282.54 

Exhibit C reflects in detail the appropriations ac- 
counts carried forward to the ensuing year. 

Unappropriated Surplus $3,815.87 

Surplus increased by $602.97 over the close of the 
prior year this increase being occasioned by the excess 
of revenues and appropriations over expenditures of 
$712.05 unallocated tax credit of $4.25; less adjustment 
of 1952 School Account of $50.00 and the provision for 
loss of taxes receivable of $64.33. 

Trust funds and their investment were accounted 
for and it was determined that all income from such 
investments had been properly handled and accounted 
for. 

In my opinion the accompanying balance sheet 
(Exhibit A) and uspporting exhibits and schedules fairly 
present the financial condition of the Town of Palermo 
at February 11, 1954 and the results of the operation 
for the year then ended.

Jan. 1954 to Jan. 1955 

This year the fires consisted of two houses, seven 
chimney and three forest, a total of twelve calls. We had 
five calls out of town and laid a total of 750 feet of hose. 
We were very fortunate in the small number of fires and 
did not sustain the loss of any property in town. 

The Department is a member of the Waldo County 
Firemens Association and the Central Maine Firemens 
Association of which a majority of the Fire Departments 
in Waldo and Kennebec Counties belong. This member- 
ship gives us the priviledge of calling any of these 
Departments to aid us in combatting building fires 
without charge to the town in any way. 

Forest fires were kept at a minimum, no doubt, by 
the wet season this past summer and fall. We feel that 
the fire prevention programs which reached the homes 
through the school children also helped in reducing’ fire 
losses. We appreciate the aid that the teachers of the 
school have given us in participating in the program. 
We also wish to thank the townspeople of Palermo and 
China for their support through town appropriations and 
social activities. With continued support we shall be 
able to maintain the equipment, heat the fire station and 
also set Some money aside for future use in the purchase 
of a new truck to replace the older one.

We have been fortunate in having our teaching staff 
unbroken during this year. All teachers are doing a very 
satisfactory job and with the terrible shortage of teach- 
ers, the service of local teachers has been to no small 
degree an explanation for the smooth running of our 
school this year. 

Our enrollment has remained quite constant through- 
out the year. There has been few additions of pupils 
as a result of families moving in. The repair program 
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has been rather light as could well be expected because 
of having a new building. A glance at the repair account 
does reveal that sume small expenditures has, however, 
been necessary. We did not appropriate any money for 
repair last year because we had a balance on hand. 
This year the school committee feel that a small appro- 
priation will be necessary. We will, of course, find that 
unexpected minor repairs will result although the build- 
ing is being excellently cared for by both the teachers 
and janitor. 

We were sorry to lose the excellent service of Mr. 
Larrabee. But we were fortunate, too, in securing the 
service of Mr. Ilsley who also lives close to the school- 
house and can also give us a service of excellent quality. 

We have made an entirely new arrangement for 
our pupils from the Brownville area who previously 
have been attending the China School. By having Mr. 
Merrithew convey them to our own school we will save 
some money, and will also do away with the annual 
difficulty in making arrangements for them to be con- 
veyed to the China School. 

Our lunch program has functioned extremely well 
this year. Practically the entire student body have taken 
advantage of the hot lunches. The school committee feel 
that a little financial help from the town would be 
highly beneficial, and recommend such amount as the 
citizens feel inclined to appropriate at the annual town 
meeting. 

The general appropriation for school maintenance 
is somewhat less this year than we needed last year. The 
increased state aid money, voted at the special session of 
the legislature, is one of the explanations for the lessen- 
ing of the new appropriation. 

One of the finest things that happened to our school 
this year was the excellent response that many of the 
citizens made for helping to improve the school grounds. 
Considerably more work needs to be done to make the 
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grounds attractive and so we will be soliciting some more 
of that good spirit this coming year. ) 

There are quite a few bills before the legislature 
concerning education. It is rather early to predict the 
outcome of any of them. It appears that we will receive 
the full formula of state money for the next year and we 
have so budgeted.
